1 . The Amendment After Final submitted on December 6, 2004 will not be entered 
for the reasons given in the summary page of the Advisory Action. The After Fiinal 
Amendment has been fully considered. Examiner notes that Applicants have amended 
the claims to recite the open language to a composition comprising a silicone emulsion 
said silicone consisting essentially of pre-cured silicone. This amendment raises new 
issues to a composition that was never claimed prior to final rejection. Furthermore, the 
amendment does not overcome the rejection over Kneip et al. since as correctly stated 
by the applicants, the primary reference disclosure states that the polysiloxanes taught 
by the prior art encompasses mixtures of branched, siloxanes, cyclic siloxanes and 
crosslinked siloxanes. See col.2, ln.44-45. 

Further note, it has been settled that absent a clear indication in the specification 
or claims of what the basic and novel characteristics actually are, "consisting essentially 
of will be construed as equivalent to "comprising". See MPEP 21 1 1 .03 and PPG, 156 
F.3d at 1355, 48 UAPQ at 1355.
